collection of the finest articles ever 
published in The Wrestler. 

A few years ago, a terrible plane 
crash nearly took the life of top 
wrestler Johnny Valentine. Although 
Johnny would never wrestle again, we 
knew There’s Too Much At Stake To 
Let Johnny Valentine Retire. This 
story, first published in our October 
1978 edition, showed that Johnny 
Valentine still had some marvelous 
friends in wrestling, most notable 
being Texas promoter Paul Boesch. 

“Stand Still, Dammit—The Kid 
Wants To Take Your Picture” 
(December 1968) was a humorous 
story that almost everybody enjoyed. 
One man who didn’t enjoy this article 
was Edouard Carpentier. Read why 
this story is all behind him now. 

In the November 1978 issue of The 
Wrestler, astory entitled Mascaras Vs. 
Patera—We Think brought a heavy 
response. Is that masked man really 
Mil Mascaras? Is that brown-haired 
rulebreaker really Ken Patera? Decide 
for yourself. 

When a manager teaches a man in 
his stable maneuvers and tactics, he is 
well aware that someday they may be 
used against him. “You Taught Me 
Well, Heenan!” from July 1978, shows 
what happened the night Ray Stevens 
decided to use some of Heenan’s own 
dirtiest tricks against his former mentor. 

Even in the waning years of his title 
teign, AWA champion Verne Gagne 
was wrestler to be reckoned with. 
Bobby Duncum Learns To Fear “The 
Old Man,” a feature from our April 
1978 edition, details why. 

In October 1977, The Wrestler 
published an introductory story on a 
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newcomer to the sport. He was a 
scientific athlete with magnificent 
aerial skills and a perfect physique. 
Today, ‘he still has the skills and the 
body. But have his tactics ever 
changed! Read Introducing Jimmy 
Snuka and see the hope all of wrestling 
had for this young athlete only a few 
years ago. 

Rocky Johnson has never let the 
fans down in his long career. He has 
engaged in brutal battles without a 
thought of his own career or well- 
being. To Rocky, it was the fans who 
counted. How Rocky Johnson 
Became A Martyr For America, from 
December 1977, details what may have 
been his finest moment as a 
professional wrestler. 

He is a second-generation wrestler 
who has always been predicted to 
become great. But somehow, Cowboy 
Bob Orton got the idea that he would 
benefit by taking shortcuts to victory. 
Then, for a few months beginning in 
May 1978, Orton wrestled strictly by 
the rules while many others were intent 
on cheating. A Promise Fulfilled 
Among Broken Vows shows that this 
young wrestler has the talent to be a 
success and a fan favorite. 

Andre the Giant remains wrestling’s 
only undefeated superstar, Back in 
September 1978, a milestone in his 
career was reached and The Wrestler 
was there to report on it. Andre Wins 
His 1,000th Match was that 
great event. 

Even in August 1978, Greg Gagne 
and Jim Brunzell were Wrestling’s 
Youngest Champions. Today, four 
years later, Gagne and Brunzell are 
again AWA tag team champions. 
And, unbelievably, they are still the 
sport’s youngest recognized world 
titleholders. Imagine how good they'll 
become when they get a. little 


experience! 

Another tag team, although neither 
champions nor young, was the short- 
lived pairing of George Steele and 
Stan Stasiak. This feature, from our 
November 1977 issue, shows why this 
duo was indeed- Wrestling’s 
Oddest Couple. 

A proud father sits at ringside. His 
young son, only a rookie, is wrestling 
the NWA champion. “See! That’s My 
Boy Over There. And The Guy On The 
Floor? That’s Lou Thesz.” The father 
was Dory Funk Sr. And the young son 
was Dory Jr. How many of you who 
read this story when it was first 
published in October 1967 knew you 
were reading about a future champion? 

Some fans love him. Others hate 
him. One day he’ll team with someone. 
The next day he’ll be wrestling against 
him. The Two Faces Of Superstar 
Billy Graham was a warning in our 
September 1974 issue to both his 
fellow wrestlers and fans. 

In November 1978, Pedro Morales 
was the wrestler other wrestlers 
seemed ‘to avoid. Pedro Morales’ 
Personal Superbowl Of Wrestling was 
his way to force himself back into the 


spotlight. Neither Harley Race nor: 


Superstar Graham was glad he 
stopped avoiding Pedro and decided 
to wrestle him. 

This magazine closes with a sad 
piece. In December 1978, Victor 
Rivera had returned to the WWF asa 
rulebreaker. When asked how he felt 
about breaking the hearts of the 
people who once loved him, Rivera 
said, “I Laughed At The Fans When 
They Cheered For Me!” At this point, 
even the most liberal-minded of his 
fans knew there was no hope for this 
Puerto Rican superstar.

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Bobby Duncum adds insult to injury as he 
tries to redamage the ear he had injured 
_ just a few weeks before. 


HE FIRST STEP was to stop 
the bleeding. The doctor 
quickly swabbed the wound clean, 
then he started stitching the gash. 
After every few stitches, blood had 
to be wiped away. Friends of Verne 
Gagne, many accustomed to the 
sight of blood, had to turn away. 
The blood pouring from the 
horribly long and wide gash along 
Gagne’s ear made even the 
strongest person queasy.

The way that kid moves 
is extraordinary. He’s a natural 
with intelligence. A guy that smart 
has to go far. You can bet your 
children’s milk money that Jimmy 
will be a superstar.” 

That kind of praise, common 
when the subject is Snuka, could 
turn many young heads. It hasn’t 
affected Jimmy in the least. He’s 
too busy. 

What other people say about 
you,” Jimmy declares, “doesn’t 
mean a thing. Every time the bell 
rings, a wrestler has to prove 
himself all over again. Praise is nice 
but meaningless. 

“Look, I know I’ve got a long 
way yet to go. Maybe 20% of my 
potential has been reached. There 
are whole areas of the sport I’m 
ignorant about. When not 
wrestling, all my time is spent 
learning about wrestling. 

“Right now, I’ve got to make 
choices. I can pursue a number of 
paths, but I’ve got to choose the 
right ones. What I’m learning now 
is what I can’t do. I’m still finding 
my limits. Once I discover where 
my real skill lies, then it will be time 
to evaluate me. Until then, people 
are just being kind.”

To begin with, it would be 
informative ‘to state that Killer 
‘Krupp was the opponent. Quite 
fitting. Krupp’s evil ways have long 
proved a poisonous thorn in the 
careers of scientific wrestlers. The 
easy manner in which Andre 
disposed of Krupp was yet another 
indication of the Giant’s immense 
skills and fortitude. 

Simple biographies are trite and 
will not be resorted to in this story. 
What must be described is the 
persuasive impact Andre the Giant 
has had on wrestling. 

It is not a trite simplification to 
say that Andre the Giant has 
changed wrestling. It is an 
indisputable fact. He has 
demonstrated that it is possible 
tor a man so large yet so kind, to 
’ systematically destroy opponents, 
never resort to rulebreaking, never 
win a championship, never lose 
and still retain legions of loving 
fans. 

A moment to digest that while 
the statement is expanded upon. 

There is a common miscon- 
ception which states that a giant 
must be brutish. There is no 
rational reason for this. It is 
sufficient to state categorically that 
Andre defies this ludicrous myth. 
He is towering, standing about 
seven-four, but he has the warm, 
gentle nature of a child. Thus he 
has shown that one can be strong 
yet restrained. An interesting path 
he personally has constructed. 

Of all the wrestlers in the world 
today, Andre has been exposed to 
the most rulebreaking. He is an 
obvious target, and not just

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_ Yather than what he does. 


provocation. 
Invariably, the measure of 
success is determined by whether 
an athlete has won a title. This is 
the case in every sport. Anathlete’s 
career is often spotted by doubt 


unless he has played ona winning, 


team, no matter how brilliant his 
personal achievements may have 
been. Andre has never won a title. 
That omission has done nothing to 
detract from the respect and love 
he receives from the wrestling 
community. Andre is concerned 
more with how he does things 
An 
essential distinction. He follows in 
the great tradition of Antonino 
Rocca and Dusty Rhodes, men 
who have never won the belt but 
who have won much, much more. 

This leads to the last and perhaps 
most important part of Andre’s 
career. The love he elicits from the 
fans. 

While there are certainly other 
wrestlers with large followings, 
none have the passion and deep 
love of Andre’s Amazins. He has 
held himself out to be the 


embodiment of charm and decency 
and this has been reflected in the 
polite actions of his fans. They do 
not toss debris onfo opponents. 
Ande would. not stand for that. 
They do not hurl obscenities at the 


villains. Andrew would not 
tolerate that. 
All they do is conduct 


themselves in the same way that 
Andre does. With integrity and 
kindness. That is the way Andre 
wants it, and he has paved the way 
for a newer understanding of the 
relationship between wrestler and 
fan. 

There need not be the blood-lust 
which generally prevails at 
matches. Wrestling can be a decent 
sport. on both sides of the ropes. 
This is perhaps Andre’s crowning 
glory in his illustrious career. 

When one puts on the laced. 
boots, one can still be a human 
being. 

One thousand wins. The love of 
millions. The respect of millions. 
Quite a career and with more to 
come.

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been given opportunities to 
wrestle for a championship belt. 
He has done well—which may 
well be part of the problem. 
Pedro’s ability may have been the 
greatest factor which kept him 
from competing in the “Superbowl 
of Wrestling.” 


There are two matches in 
particular which should be 
examined. In the first one, a non- 
title match, Morales battled 
Superstar Graham. In the other, 
Harley Race fell victim to Pedro’s 
abilities, though he did not lose his 
belt—though many people 


believe he should have lost it. 
Unfortunately for Morales, fate 
did not smile on him for these two 
all-important battles. 

_ let us examine just what 
happened to Pedro during these 
two matches. In the first one—the 
non-title battle against Superstar 
Billy Graham—Morales was 
attempting to prove his worth for 
a shot at the championship he 
once owned. He did what he set 
out to do, but he did too well. 

In this match against Graham, 
Pedro wrestled magnificently. 
Many people who witnessed the 
match said Morales had never 
been better. |t took him very little 
time to prove his superiority over 
Billy. He easily won the match, but 
he lost the one chance he had to 
win back the WWWF title. After 
the battle, Graham made it quite 
clear that he did not wish to 
wrestle Morales again. The 
implication was clear: Pedro was a 
definite threat to Graham's reign 
as champion. 

Wrestling Harley Race proved 
to be equally frustrating for 
Pedro. It is difficult for a man like

When he 
left the hospital, he had signeda 
contract with Blassie. 

And now Victor Rivera has 
returned to the WWWF. With his 
new ruthless style he has gone 
undefeated. He has _ beaten 
many of his opponents with 
ease. But there is a price tag on 
all this. A very costly price tag. 
Victor Rivera has become the 
most hated man in the WWWF. 

“Mr. Rivera has demanded a 
match against that fat retard 
Gorilla Monsoon,” Blassie 
recently stated. “He wants to 
prove to everyone that he is the 
top contender for the WWWF 
belt. He will stomp, batter, and 
cripple anyone who stands in 
his way. Oh yes, | have a quote 
for you pencil-necks from 
Victor. To those of you who 
wondered if he misses hearing 
the cheers of the crowd, this is 
Victor's answer: ‘I laughed at 
the fans.when they used to 
cheer for me!’ And now Victor is 
still laughing—all the way to the 
bank!”

Bobby Heenan, calm and collected before 
the match, would moments later be driven 
to the verge of insanity by the tactics of 
Ray Stevens—tactics that Heenan taught 
Stevens himself. _ 


Enraged, as much by the 
nastiness as by hurt, Stevens 
attacked Heenan. Faced with the 
painful decision of two close 
friends quarreling, Nick 
Bockwinkle had to make a quick 
choice. 

He chose Heenan's side. 
Stevens has never forgiven 
either one. Now he is on a holy 
war to disintegrate anyone who 
is associated with Bobby 
Heenan. After his brutal match, 
in which Heenan resembled a 
spinning top, it seems that 
Stevens is succeeding. 

"He's a double-crossing 
creep,’ Stevens screamed after 
their recent match. ‘‘Hegives his 
wrestlers all that bunk and all 
those lousy tricks and then he 
takes the credit for their success. 
I've learned more on my own in 
just a couple of years than Bobby 
Heenan could ever teach me ina 
lifetime.”

While the fans couldn’t under- 
stand how any promoter could en- 
dorse what they considered a gross 
mismatch, they would have felt more 
at ease had they known that it was 
Dory Sr. himself who had arranged 
the whole thing. 

Senior told a reporter a few hours 
before the match, “Nobody has to 
tell me how tough Thesz is.
